It also caused a lot ot trouble. 
It ,was evident that the Canadian 
group did not want to Join lUS 
merely to participate, in an Inter- 
national student organization, but 
also to change the political orien- 
tation of that international stu- 
dent group. That purpose in itself 
was neither wrong., nor impossible. 
It was (and is) necessary that the 
political orientatjoia^otiih^^ be 
changed, or at tin'^^o^lfi^modl 
tied. But to attempt to do it with 
a threat of walking out and torm- 
Ing an alternative union was not 
a very -effective way to deal with

It didn't, 
and NFCUS, through her repre- 
sentatives, went blindly ahead, 
slashing out with words and action, 
so that by the time they^ïofftS'ttt 
lUS Council meeting they were 
viewed with suspicion ahd alarm 
by the members of ih* lUS. 

On June 16 Livingstone wrote to 



the lUS, outlining the Canadian 
|kosition,.8nd presenting the NFCUS 
application for affiliation. On June 
17 he sent a letter to 34 national 
student unions outside the Iron 
Curtain, stating the NFCUS posl 
Hon, and inviting sympathetic un 
ions to > meeting in Brussels Im 
mediately preceding the lUS meet- 
ing in Paris. In It he asked other 
unions to support the Canadian 
proposals to rtfurm the lUS from 
within at the Paris Council meetr 
Ing, and -if that was not possible to 
sever their relations with the lUS 
and form an alternative union. 
NFCUS Not Aocepted 
The Brussels meeting was not to 
be a great success. The Canadian 
Delegation were not really avyare 
ot what was going on. And by 
slapping the lUS hard in the face 
with the threat of breaking up the 
International group, Livingstone 
laid the grounds for the refusal of 
the lUS to accept NFCUS affilia- 
tion' until the..., Canadian students 
had anbtlierliajic^abw IL 
' By the.tïmo'NFçiisihÉ^^^^^ 
to. discuss It at tiieir'iéontêrcnce in 
Montreal In December, 1948, thr 
whole Canadian picture had chang 
ed. In the main, Canadian students 
were completely confused about 
the issue. Politics and Canadian 
fumbles had done their work, and 
NFCUS rejected the lUS.

Stravinsky, Bariola

The Montreal premiere of a Stra- 
vinsky Sonata and Bartok'^ Sonata 
for Two Pianos and Percussion will 
take place at the Concert In Moyse 
Hall tonight. The performers will 
also play Mozart's Sonata in D and 
Debussy's Suite en Blanc et Noir 
for Two Pianos. 

Bartok's sonata, a dramatic com 
position, was written in Hungary in 
1937. The first movement with its 
very close canons represents a con- 
stant fight between the two' pianos, 
pnd the percussion instruments em- 
phasize the climaxes and anti-cli- 
maxes of this conflict. The second 
movernentgls^ot|iih:;e^ nature 
and tiie'^Gonelijsion'^comcs only in' 
the third movement where' the two 
pianos join -to support the main 
theme introduced by the xylophone. 

Stravinsky's sonata, which was 
finished in 1944 in California after 
two years ot work, is a composi- 
tion ot pastoral character. Written 
tor two pianos, as are all the pieces 
In the program, its dominant cjiar- 
acteristlci are charm, balance and 
purity. The piano parts are, in pure 
two • part countrapuntal writing 
most of the time.
